INTERESTING STATE NEWS 



London, Aug. 20. — There is no longer 
any doubt that President Kiuger ha* 
refused to submit to the demands of 
Mr. Chamberlain for the appointment 
of a court of inquiry. lie may have 
done so diplomatically or hedgingly. 
But that his answer is regarded by the 
British government as tantamount to 
positive refusal is now an established 
fact The colonial office is normally 
non committal, but there are other 
evidences which amply justify the 
statement 

The report that President Kruger 
has proposed new terms is somewhat 
verified by the guarded comment of 
the colonial office officials and the ir- 
ritability displayed there. There is 
not the slightest doubt that they now 
believe war is the only way to settle 
the controversy. They would far rather 
have had a curt, defiant answer than 
the temporizing answer which the 
Uoer president has sent. With the 
former Great Britain would have plain 
grounds for a quick commencement of 
hostilities. Under the circumstances, 
which it is believed now exist, aggres- 
sive action needs considerable expla- 
nation to justify it in the eyes of the 
world and the English majority who 
still declare that war would be an out- 
rage. 

However, if Mr. Chamberlain has 
his way, it is believed President Kru- 
ger's counter proposals will meet with 
scant attention, and unless the lloers 
completely back down, which is not 
likely, the crisis will quickly develop 
into war. It has developed that the 
war office has been aware of the na- 
ture of the Transvaal government’s 
answer for several days, and that it 
was communicated to the war oiH.v. 
hence it is probable that Gr at Britain 
will delay the denouncement a* little 
as possible. 

A high colonial officer expressed to 
the representative of the Associated 
Press his disgust at what he termed 
•Kruger’s cupidity and hypocrisy.’’

THE ISSUES OF 1896. 

W. J. Bryan Says the Chicago Plat- 
form Will Stand. 



The Silver Champion Addr.s.n the 
Democrat. «( Iowa at lies 
Molar* — Rrptihllcana 
Arrnlji nrsl. 

\ — 

William J. Bryan was in great tie- 
mand at the state de/aoqmtle conven- 
tion, Den Moinea, uii the tilth, lie spoke 
to an nuclienee of 0,01)0 persons in the 
Auditorium, nnd then delivered a sec- 
ond address to 4,000 more in the taber- 
nacle. Ills remarks were thoroughly 
in line w ith his earlier declarations and 
with the position taken by the state 
central committee and the party man- 
agers, who are anxious to reunite the 
party if possible by throw ing overboard 
sixteen to one. 

Mr. Rryan first reviewed the record 
of the republican party, accusing it of 
putting the dollar above the man. He 
then took up the silver question, saying 
prosperity did not set in until six 
months after the election, when the 
Klondike gold mines began to he heard 
from. 

“The republicans who claim that times 
are better because the balance of trade Is In 
favor of the United States.” he said, “give 
away their own position and admit th<* 
democratic view of the quantitative char- 
acter of money Is correct. The financiers of 
England control the English govc-pment. 
through England the rest of Europe, and 
through Europe the United States. 

•'The 6,500,000 democratic voters of the 
party In 189# were for stiver. The 7.000,- 
XK) republican voters were for a plat- 
form which called for International bi- 
metallism. Only the Palmer nnd Buckner 
voters were for the gold standard W-sh 
than one per cent. — yet now the Iowa repub- 
lican platform goes a step farther and is 
mainly for gold alone. Moreover, the re- 
puhllenna threaten to retire the greenbacks, 
though they have never been before the 
people on that Issue." 

The speaker next went after the 
trukts. The money trust, he said. Is the 
biggest truBt of all. lie was glad the 
traveling men were fighting the indus- 
trial trusts now, but sorry they had not 
seen the logic of event* in i#9o nnd 
helped to fight the money trust then. 

“The men who moke trust speeche s and 
cpplaud them." he asserted, “are bankers. 
A new danger of the trusts has Just been de- 
veloped. When a trust gets control of all 
tho factories In a given line and the hands 
In one factory strike the trust will close 
that one establishment and make Its goods 
at the others. When the workmen at that 
place are starved to the point of working 
for any wnges offered that factory will he 
reopened and a lookout to reduce wages will 
be Inaugurated at another factory." 

Mr. Bryan closed by a lengthy dis- 
cussion of imperialism. 

"The difference.” he said, "between a re- 
public and an empire Is this: A repuhl'c 
needs an army of 25.000 for 70.ono.ooo people 
An empire needs four limes that large an 
army, when 10,000,000 population Is added 
This stills the young men who get fst jobs 
In the army, but not the people who pay the 
11.500 a year needed to maintain each sol- 
dier In the Philippines.” 

Mr. Bryan gave figures to show that 
England nnd other nntions do not col- 
onize rapidly, nnd added: 

“With 20 people to the square mile In 
America and 60 to the mile In the Philip- 
pines, otiere Is no opportunity there. Even 
If we succeed in killing off all the natives 
you cannot get young Americans to go 
there. They prefer to live In Iowa anil Ne- 
braska. The profit will not equal tho cost 
and the prolit will not go to the right peo- 
ple, but to Investment syndicates. Even 
If any man Is witling to trade for pottage 
and does not have a taste for birthright he 
had better Investigate the pottage. 

“Aa the Tagals are largely Christians nnd 
our native allien are largely Mohammedans 
we ought to ask the sultan to help us to sub- 
due the Christian Insurgents. 

“This government ought to make a dec- 
laration of good lntentlona toward the 
Philippines, as It did toward Cuba. The 
president ought to have done so. or If he 
did not have the power should hnvc asked 
congress for It. Now he might call a spe- 
cial session to ask for the power. Cleveland 
called a special session to repeal the Sher- 
man aet, and McKinley called one. A spe- 
cial session now would cost much money, 
but not nearly so much as the continuance 
of the war. 

The republican party has the at- 
torney-general anti all the machinery 
for enforcing the existing anti-trust 
laws. If these laws are insufficient that 
party has the president unci both 
houses of the next congress and it can 
enact all necessary laws for their sup- 
pression or control. The last congress 
was also republican, and nothing was 
Jone. If, as Attorney-General Griggs 
contends, congress has no power to 
pass an effective anti-trust law, there 
remains the remedy pointed out by Mr. 
llavemeyer -namely, tear down the 
tariff wall and let the outside world en- 
ter into competition with the trusts.— 
Baltimore Sun. 

A true American revolts at the 

Idea of ruling a subject ruce, for the in- 
stinct of freedom tells him that, wheth- 
er right or not, it is deteriorating. We 
see now that "benevolent assimilation" 
means iron rules, und we are afraid of 
it, for we know that ensluving a nation 
is us dangerous as enslaving an indi- 
vidual. But how cun we avoid estab- 
lishing virtual slavery in our con- 
quered islands? The more we look nt 
this wretched Filipino business the 
worse it seems. — Hartford Times. 

Mr. McKinley will he quite ready 

to refer the Philippine problem to con- 
gress when it meets, although he did 
not consult that body with reference to 
his wnr of conquest. It is a peculiarity 
of this administration that it is only 
willing to take congress into its confi- 
dence after it has mixed things so that 
it can’t straighten them out. — Colum- 
bus Pi ess -Post. 

Thirty year* ago the sardines and 
young herring in Canadian watcrB were 
sold mostly as fertilizers. In 1807 near- 
ly 1,000,000 boxes of sardines in oil were 
put on the market. The price paid to 
fishermen varies extraordinarily, ac-

The big iron stirring rods, the dip- 
pers. the strainers nnd the ladles that 
conic in contact with the molteii nictul 
are laid aside nt intervals nnd sent 
downstair*. They nre covered with 
what looks like brown rust, but i* really 
oxidi7isl silver. 

Suppose, to digress a moment, one 
desired to get a coot of point off the 
outside of a house. In such an event 
the plan of scraping nwny the house 
und leaving the shell of paint standing 
would lie regarded ns somewhat eccen- 
tric, yet that is substantially the meth- 
od adopted at the mint. 

The implements nre placed In baits 
of sulphuric acid, which nttneks the 
iron or steel, hot leaves the silver un- 
touched. 

They are very curious, these fragile 
rnsts. Their surface Is u sort of put- 
ural filigree, honeycombed with innu- 
merable fantastic perforations. The 
reproduction of n holt or screw is of|en- 
timea as perfect a* an electrotype, tint 
they nre hurried remorseless) v burl to 
the crucible nnd thus pursue their cycle 
until nt Inst they find their Karma In a 
minted coin. p.

been dend for more thnn 18 centuries. 
This ruffled the gravity of the police 
commissary, who nngrily exclaimed: 
“How dare you attempt such impudent 
cajolery with me?” and forthwith ar- 
rested the printer. Extraordinary as 
It mny appear, the reiteration of the 
same simple explanation to the censor 
had nn equally exasperating effect on 
thnt. intelligent official, and the un- 
fortunate typographer was locked up 
for his "perverse contumacy." It was 
only nfter the lapse of three day* and 
on the urgrnt intervention of theGreek 
patriarch that the printer was re- 
leased.
